Hamilton poured a flood of denuncia­ 
tion and invective upon the trustees 
of the New York Ufo Insurance com­ 
pany, s e /oral of whom were present. 
He called them 
“curs and traitors,’’ 
and paid especial attention to one un­ 
named. whom 
he described 
as the 
“Pecksniff of three 
administrations, 
who thinks he is the Tallyrand of the 
present one. the confident of the Beers 
scandal, and author of the Beers pen­ 
sion—who rotates through one admin­ 
istration and another, and thinks that 
he is going 
to be an 
indispensable 
member of yet another.” 
“And do you think,” he demanded, 


“that the man who held the same r 
lation to Mr. Beers that I did to Mr. i ,< 
McCall could 
si! for thirtet n 
years 
since and not know that the expendi­ 
tures that were made were to be and 
were disbursed? 
Yet, 
he and such 
like him, sit not judging me as peers, 
but judging me us conquerors, talking 
about ‘yellow’ dogs.’ ’’ 
Attack Was Very Dramatic.

H McIntosh, general solicitor of .iii* 
compt r v, v im had been eulogising ’he 
nuMitiMs or that board, and char,cag­ 
ing a r y mar- to give reasons why they 
shon'nl be removed from obi ce us eon 
ten: lu te d by the pending legi-d uion. 
Tho only name he 
mentioned was 
that of the late President McCall, in 
the reference to whom and to whose 
death he displayed marked emotion. 
He spoke of Mr. McCall as a victim, 
as having 
been shouldered 
with the 
blame 
“tile only one, 
the dead man, 
killed, that they 
drove to his grave 
and deserted.” and declared that the 
memory of this man had appealed to 
him 
“to come down 
here and 
say 
something for him and just a word for 
myself.” 
He 
declared 
unequivocally 
that 
every payment to himself bv the New 
York Life was made 
with the knowl­ 
edge and approval of the trustees, es- 
necially 
of the finance and 
auditing 
committee.

Hon. T. W. Harrison, of Topeka, Kan., 
who has been in the city for several 
days on business stated this morning 
that ho wished to bo clearly understood 
on what ho said about the acquiring of 
the water works system of Topeka by 
the city. The bare statement that tho 
city had a long light to acquire the 
plant, which had been estimated to be 
worth i?‘KX),(XX) but fcr which they were 
compelled to pay $600,(XX), would on the 
face of it give the impression that it 
would not pay a city to monkey with 
the business. The fact is while the peo­ 
ple of Topeka, according to Mr. Har­ 
rison's statement, paid double what the 
plant was worth they would not change 
back to private ownership if it cost a 
million dollars. 
“Notwithstanding wo aro paying I 
per cent on $6(X),000 bonds,” said Mr. 
Harrison, “paying for the operating ex­ 
pense and have also made many im­ 
provements in a year, for this year there 
is a neat surplus in tho treasurery. And 
mind you, we have not done very much 
yet in tho way of extending mains. 
When the plant is in good running or­ 
der and there is a gradual gain in the 
surplus we will proceed to reduco tho 
rates. 
This is one of the things that 
should bo cheap; water should not cost 
the consumer any more than the actual 
cost of acquiring the same by whatever 
means, and I believe the day will come 
when every municipality of any size in 
the United States will be furnishing 
water to the consumers at actual cost." 
Mr. Harrison was mayor of Topeka 
for a number of years and ho was one 
of the prime movers in tho acquiring of 
the water works plant by the city.
